It has frequently "been oh jo o ted that 
these lists tend to award mere 
activity, that a player who -is in 
in any games Y/ill get a fairly high 
score even if he doesn't do very 
well in any of his games. That is 
certainly true of the Centre-year 
rating system, although/not of 
the Glockorla modification of it, 
which is an averaging scheme. The 
BHOB listing has the odd feature 
that activity may help or hinder, 
depending on whether the player 
does better or worse than most 
players. A. player whose triumphs 
are exactly "balanced "by his disasters 
will have a. score near zero, whether 
he is rated on two games or on 



twenty. But a player who con- 
sistently does a little better 
than average will get a higher 
score the more games he is in. 
Conversely, - a player who does 
a little worse "than average 
will have his score lowered 
"by playing in many games. A case 
of this is Charles ' Brannan. Ee 
has had no absolute disasters 
but has done a little worse than 
the "average player in most of 
his games. By dint, however, of 
playing many games he has con- 
trived to force his score dorm - 
to a point comparable with those 
of Bred Lerner and Paul her ley, 
who were always the first to be 
wiped out in the two or three 
games the t they played. 

So to even out the 
effect of the different number 
of games on which the various 
■layers are rated, it seemed 
that it might be a good idea 
to give the average soore for 
each player, 'The scale is per 
mil, that is a player who has 
played many games and won them 
all gets a score of 1000; one 
who has played many .games and 
been the first eliminated in them 
all gets 0. Other players in 
proportion to where they stand 
between these two extremes* . Those 
who prefer the more familiar . •' 
percentage scale, need only in- 
sert a decimal point between 
the last two digits.

I was particularly interested in .John Sray the 1 s letter 
on rating systems ( ( BH0I3 #60))* I think both of you h-vve' a point or 
twos (l) the rating systems are all a bit complex and hard to interpret 
unless you put in some time, /nd (2) their major justification is their 
.value to the newer players. Vith this in mind, x would like your thoughts 
on ©possible answer ( : like anyone vho ha s been in Postal Diplomacy more 
then two weeks, I have my own rating system). I suggest that the current 
systems continue to be compiled (they will be c nyway} and that a general 
.categorization be developed that would take all systems into account, 
i'or instances

( (+(Well, Chris, as we tenoxr, the Postal Chess players have used the 
four categories of k f B, C, and D players for years mC something 
similar for Diplomacy v/ould seem to be an excellent idea* I must say, 
though, that there appear to be two objections to your scheme as pres- 
ented here, 

First, a person 1 s category will depend far more on what John 
Stay the does, and on what the lowest rated winner does, than on what he 
does himself. It is true, of course, that every rating score is a 
meaningless figure by itself, and only telces on meaning when seen 
in relation to the scores of other players. But the comparison should 
be with all the other players, or with the bu!3c. of them, and not with 
two specified individuals. 

In BROB #52, published early last February, appears the 
most recent edition of the B?u03 Current gr.ne .""".a ting List, which rates 
players not only of completed games but of games in progress as well. 
I have discontinued publishing it because, partly, of laziness: it 
takes a great deal more in the way of detailed record keeping than 
does a completed game listing. But partly also because of a curious 
incident. Smythe ceased play last winter in a Grau stark g^.me in 
which he was playing. The country was reassigned but the new pla yer 
was soon eliminated, l^ow under the '3\GB system .such early annihilations 
are charged to the initial player, not to the player who is required 
to salvage what he can from the ruin, \7ith the result that Smythe ! s 
score drops by 6 points. If we were to apply your scheme to this 
list, TZoning, V/ells, and I, would suddenly become ^ class players. 
iTot on account of anything which we have done ourselves, our own scores 
are just what they were before, 1 give or take a point, but because 
Smythe^ score dropped. 

Similarly, should the lowest ranking winner, ft present Huff, 
win his next game, a number of people who now would be rated as B 
players, would be dropped to the C category. Or if he is wiped out 
early in the next game, so that his rating is much lower than at present 
many C payers would be immediately elevated to B status. Including, 
possibly, Dave i LoDr-niel, for example, who hasn ! t played for 3 years. 

So if we are t> have this grouping soherae at all, the demark- 
ation points must be made dependent on many players, not just one.

5y insisting that the B player must be within the 
range of winners in HJL rating lists you are, in fact, mahing the whole 
thing defend on one listing alone, namely the Reins el Rating system. 
In the Reinsel system it is far more difficult for a non-winder to 
advance far than is the case in the other systems. L player who gets 
"a tie, or who is a strong second, will. * '"--i ' z-'-'-^s get nearly 

as many points as he would have if he had von in most of the 
systems. :"ot so in the Reinsel system where a win always gets vory 
much more than any tiling else. 

Lool; at Tanks he bene and John Zoning. They have each had a 
drawn game and they have each cone well in sever?.! other games. In 
all the rating lists, except the Reinsel one, they are up vsry close 
to the top. hebane is actually in the top position, ahead of Smytlie 
in the G-lock list. Bit in the leinsel rating list they both rank 
below the lowest winner. They could, of course, become 23 players, even 
on the basis of the Reinsel listing, Ret them both finish stronly in 
their next two games they would, even without winning, draw level with 
Kuff on the Reinsel list. Bat it will always be the Reinsel list, and 
no other list, which will be the deciding one, since it is the list 
where it is most difficult for e non-winner " to advance. 

So, in effect, your requirements could be stated more simply: 
On the Reinsel rating list dr sr. • "a line beneath John Smythe ! s name, 
and beneath the name of the man who is the lowest rated game winner. 
All above the first line are .1 class players, all between the two lines 
are B class players, all others are C class "'layers. 

I don't say that the '.einsel Listing is a bad one to tie the 
scheme to, if it must be tied to one listing. But one should be aware 
that, in practice, it is tied to one listing and not to others. 

Perhaps what we should really have is not a rating list,- as 
such, at all, but rather a tabulation of the performance of the w£yers.

This sort of listing woujLd give the reader, in summarized and 
somewhat pre-digested form, the data. If, like the -Seinsel system, he 
thinlcs that a r;in is the important thing, and that ties are unimportant 
in comparison, then he need only pay attention to the first column. If, 
like most of the other rating lists, he thinlcs that a draw, or a second 
best position is only a .little less desirable than a win, then he can 
study" those columns as welX. Lnd so on, 

ITotice that such a listing need not be confined to players in 
completed games. There would be no reason why any player in a uurrent " 
game could not be listed. 

Z?ox such a listing to be complete the entire Postal Diplomacy 
careers of some 175 individuals would have to be studied. Only a, semi- 
lunatic could be induced to prepare such a list. But that need prove 
no insuperable Impediment in Postal Diplomacy, where mild lunatics 
abound. The full listing need only be publi a* ed every six months or so 
with intervening issues giving amendments only. It would certainly 
be a lot more v/ork than a rating list but perhaps it would be more 
useful, -jamcc)+))

-in September one must start looking for players in say June or July 
at the latest, \7ell this is okay, but who wants to pay for a game 
three months in advance, Li this time (when paying) one does not feel 
thrt his payment is accomplishing anything at the present. This is 
the same as the reason that Social Security in the United States is 
not on a voluntary basis. Hence fee not until first move.
